K IN G STO N 
Ulster Co unty ’s 6 21.6 millio n do llar budget, which pro ­ 
sides fo r a decrease in real pro perty tax es fo r the third y ear 
in a ro w, was giv en a page-bv -page scrutiny Tuesday night 
ev o king bo th anger and laughter at a sparsely attended pub­ 
lic hearing. 
Three perso ns questio ned the 120-page line item budget 
with Michael Anto nelli, president o f the Bo ard o f Go v er­ 
no rs o f the W e’v e Had It Tax pay er’s Asso ciatio n, taking ex ­ 
ceptio n to the fact that in so me instances the amo unts reco m­ 
mended were larger than tho se requested by department 
heads. 
Legislature Chairman Peter J . Sav ago ex plained that all 
department budgets were tho ro ughly discussed by the co un­ 
ty budget co mmittee with department heads and that agree­ 
ment had been reached befo re the final figure ev o lv ed. 
Anto nelli co mplained that in spite o f the fact that the 


tax lev y is do wn, the co unty sho uld ho ld do wn spending and 
decrease tax es ev en mo re. 
Majo rity Leader Do uglas V. Dv e reminded Anto nelli 
that tax es decreased 16 per cent last y ear and will be less in 
19 7 1. 
Harry M. Thay er, W G H Q president, also spo ke at the 
budget hearing as well as at a prio r hearing o n the raising 
o f salaries fo r Co unty J udge, Surro gate and Family Co urt 
J udge. 
H o lding the flo o r fo r mo re than an ho ur, Thay er called 
the J udiciary salaries “ co mpletely o ut o f line.’’ Presently 
the three judges receiv e 5 25 ,7 5 0 each. Under the 197 1 
budget they will receiv e $30,000 each. 
“ That’s a 20 per cent increase,’’ Thay er said, adding, 
“ There has to be a lev eling o ff . . . there has to be a plateau 
in ev ery jo b.” 
This same theme do minated Thay er's subsequent re­ 
marks as he repeatedly questio ned salary increases fo r de­ 


partment heads, co mparing the rate o f increase with tho se 
at the bo tto m o f the salary scale, in particular ty pists and 
cleaners. Champio ning the minimum wage earner, Thay er 
questio ned $7 4 a week wages. 
Dv e co untered say ing that all salaries, o ther than de- 
partment heads co me under Civ il Serv ice regulatio ns and 
co v er all lev els o n the salary scale. 
Thay er also ex pressed o ppo sitio n to such things as the 
hiring o f a co nfidential law clerk fo r the Co unty J udge De­ 
partment, the increase in Supreme Co urt and steno graphic 
ex pense and increases in the Sheriff’s Department. 
Sav ago said the latter increase was lo ng o v er due. 
Remarking that the fo rmer jail phy sician receiv ed o nly 
$2,000 annually and the 197 1 budget allo ws $7 ,5 00 fo r 
who mev er ho lds the po sitio n, Thay er lamented the fact 
that no phy sician has been willing to accept the po st so 
far. “ It’s disgusting, they o ught to be ashamed o f them­ 
selv es,” he said, co mmenting o n the medical pro fessio n.

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A v erbal battle later ensued between Thay er and Dr, 
Emetine Hay ward, directo r o f Mental Health, with the fo r­ 
mer taking ex ceptio n to the salaries o f psy chiatrists and 
questio ning why full time psy chiatrists hav e no t been hired. 
“ Hav e y o u ev er tried to get a psy chiatrist? ” co untered 
Dr. Hay ward, ex plaining that, “ W e hav e been try ing . , . 
try ing to get them full time. 
W hen Thay er persisted, she ended the ex change say ing, 
“ Yo u get them fo r me, well qualified, and they ’re hired!” 
At o ne po int, Frank Reis, Kingsto n businessman, to o k 
the flo o r and accused the Legislature o f hav ing “ a slush 
fund.” He suggested that perhaps there was partiality sho wn 
in the granting o f budget requests. Still ano ther “ slush fund” 
charge by him bro ught Mino rity Leader Ro ger Mabie to his 
feet, angrily deny ing the allegatio n and ex plaining to Reis 
the wo rkings o f the budget co mmittee. 
A third speaker, Gardiner Superv iso r Geo rge Majestic 
backed up Legislato r Geo rge M. Barthel (D-Dist. 10) who 
criticized cuts in the Sheriff’s Department. Ho wev er, Ma­ 
jestic largely engaged in a diatribe against Sav ago with 
Sav ago admo nishing him to adhere to the subject o f the 
budget. A prio r attempt to keep Majestic fro m taking the 
flo o r, thro ugh a mo tio n to adjo urn failed. 
One o bserv er questio ned ho w the co llege budget fitted 
in with the co unty budget as a who le. He was to ld that there 
was acco mmo datio n fo r the co llege appro priatio n bo th in the 
budget and in the co ntingency fund. W hen the man per­ 
sisted and pursued the co llege questio n, he was ruled o ut o f 
o rder by Sav ago due to the fact that a #press mo rato rium 
had prev io usly been declared o n co llege salary ' nego tiatio ns. 
The hearing co ncluded with requests fo r further aid fo r 
senio r citizens and Head Start.

Senator Harry F. Bvrd Jr. has a right to state that 
the nation is moving away from “ blind political partis­ 
anship.” as he did upon returning to his seat in the 
Senate. Running as an independent, he had bested his 
two major party opponents by taking 53 per cent of the 
vote cast. 
Of course. Byrd was heir to one of the longest-lived 
political machines of recent time, the Democratic ap­ 
paratus by which his father and namesake had con­ 
trolled Virginia politics for decades. Nevertheless, when 
Byrd forsook a Democratic nomination and ran as an 
independent, he took a calculated risk and won. 
“ Most political platforms are utterly meaningless.” 
Byrd said. “They mean little to the candidates or to 
the people themselves. The nation is moving away from 
party labels, toward issues in election campaigns.” 
Byrd got such a kick out of his success as an in­ 
dependent. that he said as for nominating presidents, 
it would be well to “ scrap conventions and go to an 
open primary throughout the nation.” 
For a former political machine man. Byrd's conver­ 
sion may be significant. But he himself discounted its 
significance. He said his own race was simply a particu­ 
lar case at a particular time for a particular election. 
But George C. 
Rawlings Jr.. 
Byrd’s Democratic 
opponent, said that the first need is rebuilding the state’s 
Democratic party based on Democrats who believe in 
the national party. This is probably the more likely 
attitude of most political leaders, of both major parties, 
for independence scored very few- victories in the recent 
election, not enough to threaten the two-party system. 


Recessio n Heart Attacks 


Unchecked fluctuations in the economy may be a bad 
investment, quite apart from the unnecessary human 
suffering, a study of heart attacks during recessions since 
1900 indicates. 
Dr. M. Harvey Breener. a specialist in 
Dublic health research and sociology, found strong sta­ 
tistical evidence linking increases in heart deaths to 
the country’s economic recessions. 
“ Economic downturns are associated with increased 
mortality from heart disease.” Dr. Brenner said, “ and 
conversely, heart disease mortality decreases during 
economic upturns.” He blamed the increased heart at­ 
tack deaths during recession on the stresses caused by 
economic uncertainties—unemployment, loss of a second 
income and less overtime pay. His findings are certain 
to cause controversy, as they are original and far- 
reaching. 
Brenner ex pects to find similar relations to other ill­ 
nesses and the nation's economy. He is studying these 
under a grant from the U.S. Department of Labor. E s­ 
pecially, he is looking into diseases believed to be re­ 
lated to stress—such as ulcers and asthma. 
All these 
suggest that the cost to the nation of periodic economic 
downturns may be more ex pensive than people think, in 
term s of the illnesses it triggers. 


No thing to Take With Him 


In the case of the late Richard Cardinal Cushing, the 
old saying. “ You Can’t Take it With You.’’ was realized 
to the full. So far as world wealth is concerned, the man 
who was able to raise fortunes for church and charity, 
literally had nothing to take with him when he departed 
this life early this month. 
The churchm an's will told his story simply and plainly. 
He wrote. “ I have no insurance, bank deposits, invest­ 
ments nor other holdings whatsoever. I entered the 
service of God poor and without property. I have always 
aspired to leave equally unencumbered.” 
Almost as an afterthought, he added. “ Such few 
books, vestments or other appurtenances of my office 
as m ay be found among my effects were chiefly gifts 
to me. I have always considered them as being mine 
only for temporary use. I give and bequeath them to the 
Propagation of the Faith of Boston. Inc. (the mission 
arm ) for distribution among poor priests and prelates 
in the mission field.” 
Cushing's greatest regret was that he did not finish 
his ministry as a missionary. This last bequest shows 
his regard for the men who did. 


John Quincy Adams, the 6th President, sat for 60 
portraits during his lifetime. An ex hibition of his portraits 
was held at the National Portrait Gallery in Washington 
last week, followed by tea at the White House for 40 
descendants of the Adams Presidents. To President 
Nixon, that the younger Adams served in the House 
following his presidency “ was a very great ex ample to 
all of us.” Might this be a tip of his own future preference?

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William Cronk Celebrates 101st Birthday 


"It's great, just great, to 
be 101 and have all of these 
people 
around 
me," 
said 
William E. Cronk as he was 
interviewed at the Lake Hill 
Rest Home, Lake Hjll. 
Looking at this man. it’s 
hard to realize that he has 
passed the century mark. He 
has all of his hair and is alert. 
Thinking back he said, "The 
earliest thing I remember is 
when at the age of three Mom 
told me I had a new baby 
sister." The fcister is Annie 
Cummings of Yonkers. 
He 
recollects 
his 
grand­ 
father’s farm on what is now 
Riverside Drive in New York 
City. As a child he played 
and rode horses on the farm. 
Years later he stood on the 
Pewmores 
Farm 
Bridge 
in 
Staatsburgh 
watching 
the 
train hearing the casket of 
President Grant pass by. The 
onlookers were shocked and 
in deep grief. As the train 
moved along, he recalled his 


father arguing the merits of 
the presidential election. He 
doesn't remember whether or 
not his father was in favor 
of Grant's election. Grant's 
Tomb in New York City is 
located 
on 
what 
was 
his 
grandfather's farm. 
He spoke of the blizzard of 
1888. 
"That was 
one 
big 
storm,” 
he 
said. 
It 
had 
drizzled 
a 
bit on 
Saturday 
afternoon and kept right on 
through 
the weekend. 
The 
drizzle had changed to snow 
but 
Monday 
morning 
his 
father was able to take the 
train to work. That night, his 
father couldn't come home and 
had to sleep at the railroad 
station. As for himself. W il­ 
liam Cronk was a clerk in a 
grocery store at Hastings on 
the Hudson. 
The 
southbound 
train pulled into the depot and 
slopped. It could go no fur­ 
ther. The dining room steward 
(in those days the trains had 
dining cars) 
and the cook 


came 
into 
the 
store 
and 
cleaned out the shelves. Food 
was 
bought 
to 
feed 
the 
passengers stranded on the 
train. 
Cronk was born November 
28. 1869 at Garrison. N.Y. He 
moved to Yonkers and when 
he retired in 1945 he moved 
to Lake Hill. 
In his day he has owned 
nine cars including the now 
gone DeSoto. He bought his 
first car IW o r' Wo ld War 
1 and traveled the east coast 
of 
the 
United 
States 
from 
Maine to Florida and he has 
been 
throughout 
Canada. 
Before he had a car. he drove 
a team of oxen and a horse 
and buggy. For an exciting 
ride, he peddled his bike from 
Yonkers, through the Bronx 
and 
Manhattan, 
over 
the 
Brooklyn Bridge and on to 
Coney Island. He mad© the 
returnd trip and same day. 
Cronk’s grandfather was a 
Hudson River pilot and sailed 


sloops from New York City 
to 
Kingston 
and 
then 
to 
Albany and return. 
School meant walking three 
miles and crossing a bridge 
to a one room building where 
all classes were taugh . 
His first job was in a grocery 
store. One dav hp wa’ked into 
the store and the proprietor 
asked, "How d ya like to work 
for m e?" He sliced slabs of 
cheese and smoked be-ef to 
within one ounce of what the 
customer 
ordered. 
He 
was 
there for three years, after 
which 
he 
became 
an 
ap 
prentice carpenter for Alex­ 
ander 
Smith, 
the 
carpet 
people 
in 
Yonkers. 
He 
literally 
started 
from 
the 
ground up. His first assign 
ment was to lay flooring and 
as he became more adept at 
the job he did all kinds of 
work. 
He 
built 
shelves, 
wooden carts and helped to 
keep the building in repair. 
He was on the job 44 years 
when he retired in 1945. 


W h i l e 
Cronk 
was 
at 
Alexander Smith the Social 
Security 
Law 
was 
passed. 
"What a wonderful thing." he 
thought, "A great idea." He 
kenw that when he retired he 
would have a monthly income. 
Ten years after the Social 
Security 
Act 
became 
law, 
Cronk applied for benefits at 
the time of his retirement. He 
filed 
his 
application 
and 
received his first check in 
Yonkers. When he moved to 
Lake 
Hill 
his 
paymnets 
followed him. 
Cronk 
is 
covered 
by 
Medicare which will help take 
care 
of 
his 
hospital 
and 
medical bills. 
He 
is 
happy 
about 
his 
coverage because it gives him 
a sense of independnce. His 
monthly check helps pay for 
his keep at the rest home. 
In fact, he consented to our 
writing 
about 
his 
social 
security 
coverage 
to 
help 
carry the message across to 
persons 
who 
may 
not 
be 


aware of their rights under 
the law. He urges all persons 
who are close to their 65th 
birthday 
to inquire 
at the 
nearest social security office. 
After his wife passed away 
four years ago, he lived with 
Mr. and Mrs. 
Edward Ed­ 
wards. his daughter and son 
in law 
in 
Montclair, 
New 
Jersey. 
Then 
he 
lived 
with 
his 
daughter. Mrs. Anita Aird of 
Kingston. He missed Lake Hill 
and wanted to go back. Two 
years ago he moved to the 
Lake Hill Rest Home where 
Mrs. 
Irene 
Tellefsen. 
the 
manager, takes good care of 
him. 
At the home, 
his family 
visits him including 
grand 
daughter. Jo Anne, who is a 
missionary in Africa. 
We asked him "What's your 
greatest pleasure?" His reply, 
"Going out for a drive and 
stopping for clams. I ’m crazy 
about fried claims.”
